(Control) Act 1947 (XVIII of 1947), as in force In India and as applied to the 
State of Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby gives general permission 
to all persons to Import from Pakistan goods of the description specified in the 
annexed Schedule, which are produced or processed in Pakistan.

Subject: — Import of goods from Pakistan under the terms of Protocol No, 1 to 
the Trade Agreement between the Governments of India and Pakistan — 
April 1963—-March 1964. 

No. 61-ITC(PN)/63. —Attention of the importers is invited to the Ministry of 
Commerce & Industry Public Notice No. 90-ITC(PN)/62, dated 19th July 1962 
announcing the policy for specific items from Pakistan under Protocol No. 1 to 
the Indo-Pakistan Trade Agreement during the year April 1962—March 1963. 

2. The import of Live tortoise (S. No. 1/IV) and Kapok [S. No. I22(xlvi)/V] 
covered by Protocol No. 1 to the Indo-Pakistan Trade Agreement was allowed 
^inriwr O.G.L. vide Ministry of Commerce & Industry I.T.C. Order No. 2/63, dated 
20th March 1963 upto 20th June 1963 subject to the condition that the payment 
for imports of these items will be made in non-convertible Indian rupees as 
provided for in Protocol No. 1 to the Trade Agreement between the Governments 
of India and Pakistan signed on the 21st March, 1960. 

3 Consequent on the removal of Live tortoise (S. No. 1/IV) and Kapok 
[S. No. 122(xlvi)/V] from Pakistan O.G.L. with effect from 21st June, 1963, it 
has been decided to issue licences for their imports from Pakistan during the period 
April—September, 1963 on the basis indicated in the annexure to this Public 
Notice. Licences for the import of these items from Pakistan will be issued sub¬ 
ject to the condition that payment for the goods imported will be made In 
non-convertible Indian rupees through Account ‘A’ maintained by the National 
Bank of Pakistan with the State Bank of India as provided for in Protocol No. 1 
to the Trade Agreement between the Governments of India and Pakistan signed 
on the 21st March, 1960. 

4 The intending importers may submit their applications in the prescribed 
form and manner to the licensing authorities concerned, as early as possible, but 
not later than the 31st July, 1963.
